"(VIN-A) Defence Forces of the Union includes Gene- 
ral Reserve Engineering Force under Director 
General, Border Roads*’; 

3. In rule 15 of the said rules. 

(ft) For sub-rule (i) the following sub-rule shall be sub- 
stituted namely : — 

“(1) Nothing in this Chapter applied to Petroleum 
Class B or Petroleum Class C comprising in a 
ship’s stores and manifested as such”. 

(b) sub-rule (2) ahull be omitted and sub-rule (3) shall 
bo re-numbered as sul^nile (2). 

4. For sub-rule (6) of rule 90 of the said rules, the 
following sub-rules shall be substituted namely : — 

“(6) Gate valves shall be installed at each of the follow- 
ing locations — 

(a) On the section end and the discharge a end of 

the pump station in a manner that permits iso- 
lation or the pump station equipment in the 
event of an emergency.

lation from other facilities. 

(c) On each main line at locations along the pipe- 

line system that will minimise damage from 
accidental product discharge, as appropriate 
for the terrain in open country or for the loca- 
tion near cities or other populated areas, 

(d) On each lateral take off from a trunk line In a 

manner that permits shutting off the laternal 
without interupting the flow in the trunk line. 

(c) On each side of ft water crossing that is more 
than 30 M wide from high-water mark to high- 
water mark. 

(f) On each side of a reservoir holding water for 
human consumption.” 

5. For rule 96 of the said rules, the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Checking of gauges— Tank gauges or gauges at inter- 
mediate or booster pump stations shall be checked 
atlcast once in a year," 
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6. For sub-rule (4) of rule 172 of the said rules, the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(4) All gas tests for Ihe purpose of issuing a permit 
"hall be carried out by suitable trained persons by 
an instrument which is calibrated and checked at 
such intervals as arc recommended in this behalf 
by the manufacturers of such instrument in tho 
manual of instructions pertaining thereto".

G.SR. 670. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and other party to the marriage and that there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provision of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons, 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Schedule Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G- SR- 674 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of the Film 
Division (Recruitment tp Class HI and Class } V posts), rules, 1 959, so far as it rentes to the post of Driver, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Driver in the Films Division under the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting* namely 

1 . Short title and commencements : (1) These rules may be called the Films Division (Driver) Recruitment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— The number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3 . Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc.— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification 

No Person, 

(a) who has entered into qr contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse Jiving or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entrered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and thp other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation for this rule 

5. Power to relax 1 — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary of expedient so to do, it may, by order for 
rea sons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect tp any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided for 
ca ndidate belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categorises in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
